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JOURNAL OF PROCEEDINGS 


THIRTY-SEVENTH CONVOCATION 
OF 
“THe PHILIPPINE EPISCOPAL CHURCH 


First Session ¢ 

The first session of the Thirty-seventh Convocation of this 
Church was called to order by the Bishop at 5 P.M., Wednesday, 
January 26, 1955, at St. Andrew’s Seminary, Quezon City. The Bi- 
shop gave opening prayers. The Secretary called the Roll; after 
which the Bishop declared a quorum present and that Convocation 
was in session. 

The Bishop welcomed all new Delegates and asked them to 
participate freely in deliberations of Convention and hoped that 
they would take much back with them to their Churches. 

The Bishop called for nominations for Secretary of Convoca- 
tion. Father Kiley nominated the Reverend Conrad Myrick, and 
Father Bawayan seconded it. Father Accos moved that nomina- 
tions be ‘closed; it was duly seconded. Father Myrick was elected 
Secretary of Convocation. 

The Secretary appointed the Reverend Albert Masferré as 
Assistant Secretary; which appointment was unanimously approved 
by Convocation. 

The Bishop then read the names of the members of the 
Committees for 1955 in order that these Committees organize for 
the work of the coming year. 

The Bishop announced that previous custom had allowed all 
appointed missionaries a voice but no vote in Convocation. The 
Bishop stated that if there was no objection the custom would 
prevail. There was no objection. All appointed missionaries have 
voice but no vote in Convocation. 

The Bishop called for the Reports of the Committees of 
Convocation. 

Father Richardson read the Report of the Council of Advice 
and moved its acceptance. Seconded by Father Chandlee it was 
accepted. (Appendix B.) : 

Father McAfee read the Report of the Haard of Examining 
Chaplains and moved its acceptance. Duly seconded, it was ac- 
cepted. (Appendix C.)

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Bishop Binsted prepared and read the Report on Medical 
Scholarships, in the absence of Miss Boyle and moved its ac- 
ceptance. Seconded by Father McAfee it was accepted. (Appen- 
dix R.) ; 


The Bishop called for the reports of Mission Institutions. 
(Note: The Reports in the order read are under Appendix S.) 


Bishop Binsted read the Report on St. Luke’s Hospital, Ma- 
nila, and moved that it be received. Seconded. by Mr. Claudio, it 
was received. 


Bishop Binsted presented Mrs, Ester S. Santos, the new Prin- 
cipal of the St. Luke’s School of Nursing who read her first re- 
port to Convocation and moved that it be received. Seconded by 
Father Longid, it was received with applause. 


Father Cabanban read the Report on Brent Hospital, Zam- 
boanga, for Miss Nancy Wilson, Administratrix, and moved that 
the report be received. Seconded by Mr. Claudio, it was received 
after the Bishop reported that certain new equipment and added per- 
sonnel were planned for Brent Hospital. 


Miss Ida Padua, formerly of St. Francis Mission, Upi, and a 
St. Luke’s Graduate, read the Report on St. Theodore’s Hospital, 
Sagada, and moved that it be received.

Father Masferre read the Report on Easter School in the 
absence of Mr. Harry E. Shaffer, Principal, and moved that it be 
received. It was received. 


Mrs. Nancy Yao read the Report on St. Stephen’s School and 
moved that it be received. It was received with applause. _ 


The members of the Board of Examining Chaplains appointed 
by the Bishop, were uanimously approved. (See list of Commit-

The Minutes were read and approved. 


The Bishop announced adjournment at 7:10 P.M.

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Second Session 


The second session of Convocation was called to order by 
the Bishop at 5 P.M., January 27, 1955, at St. Andrew’s Seminary, 
Quezon City. After prayer, the roll call showed a quorum present, 
and business was in order. 


The Bishop announced the appointment of the Honorable 
James Madison Ross as Chancellor, an annual appointment. 


The Bishop received the reports of new Committee organiza- 
tions. The officers are recorded in the Journal listing of Commit- 
tees. 


The Bishop called for the Report on Apportionment and 
Support of the Ministry, 1955. Father Longid read the Report 


and moved its acceptance. Seconded by Father Henton, it was 
accepted. (Appendix T.) 


The Bishop presented Miss Thyre Charter, Episcopal Supply 
House Manager, to Convocation which responded with applause. 
Miss Charter read the Supply House report which was received 
with applause. (Appendix P.) : 


Father Myrick read the Report of Brent School, Baguio, 
received from Father Griffiths, Headmaster. It was received with 
applause. (Appendix S.) 

Mr. Alfredo Pacyaya, Educator, recent recipient of a Fellow- 
ship for study in the United States, read the Report of St. Mary’s 
School, Sagada, which was received with applause. 

Mr. Lloyd Tangbawan, Teacher, read the Report for St. Paul’s 
High, School, Balbalasang, for Principal Dao-ayan, which was re- 
ceived with applause. 

Dean Mandell, commended by the Bishop as scholar and pas- 
tor, read the report'on St. Andrew’s Seminary, which was received 
with applause. 

Father Freeston read the Report on St. Timothy’s Dormitory, 
and it was received with applause. 


The Bishop called for the election of the Treasurer of Con- 
vocation. Bishop Ogilby nominated Miss Marian Davis, seconded 
by Father Henton. Father Chandlee moved that nominations be 
closed. When duly seconded Miss Davis was unanimously elected 
Treasurer. 

The Bishop called for the election of the Registrar. Father 
Freeston nominated Miss Helen Boyle, seconded by Father Longid. 
Mr. Ty moved that nominations be closed. When seconded by 
Father Wei Miss Boyle was unanimously elected Registrar. 
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The Bishop called for the election of Deputies of General 
Convention to meet in Honolulu, H.I., in September, one Clerical 
and one Lay. The Bishop stated that funds were available for this. 
Bishop Ogilby gave a cost statement on travel and housing at Con- 
vention. The Bishop read Diocesan Canon 4 concerning such elec- 
tions and procedure. 


The Bishop ruled nominations now in order, Four Clergy 
were nominated for Clerical Deputy: the Reverend Fathers Ramon 
Tauli, Eduardo Longid, Benito Cabanban, and Ramon Alipit. Father 
Bawayan moved that nominations be closed. Seconded by Mr. Ty, | 
it was so voted. : 


Two nominations for Lay Deputy were made: Messrs. Simon 
Aquino and Gavino Daoang. Father Accos moved that nomina- 
tions be closed. Seconded, it was so voted. 


The Bishop appointed as Tellers, Father Foster, Father Kollin, 
Mr. Claudio, Father Rulite, Mr. Rice and Mr. Ty. Then he de- 
clared voting in order. The votes were cast; the tellers withdrew 
to count, and the business of Convocation continued. 


Bishop Ogilby moved that this Convocation express the gra- — 
titude of the Philippine Episcopal Church to the Honorable James 
Madison Ross for his generous service as Chancellor. Seconded by 
Father Henton, it was passed with applause. 


Father Garrison proposed and moved the following resolution: 
“Resolved that the thirty-seventh Convocation of the Phil- 
ippine Episcopal Church pledge its loyal support to the 
Presiding Bishop in his choice of the site of the General 
Convention to be held this year, noting with satisfaction 
the incisive witness this decision bears to the missionary 
activity of the Church in the Pacific area and to the Chris- 
tian principle of the equality of all peoples of whatsoever 
race or nationality.” 


Seconded by Bishop Ogilby it was passed with applause. 


Father Matlock moved that this Convocation send greeting 
to the Presiding Bishop. Seconded by Father McAfee it passed. 


Father Chandlee moved that the Secretary send letters of 
greetings from Convocation to all retired missionaries of this Dis- 
trict and also to send greetings to the Supreme Bishop of the 
Philippine Independent Church. Seconded by Father Henton it 
passed. 


Mr. Ty, telling Convocation of the association he has had 
with Miss Griffin in Convocation and Treasurerships in the Mis- 
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sion for more than twenty years, proposed the following Resolu- 

tion: 
“Resolved: that this Convocation, first, convey the gratitude 
and deep appreciation-of the Diocese of the Philippines to 
Miss Elizabeth G. Griffin for the invaluable and unselfish 
services which she has rendered to the Missionary Dis- 
trict of the Philippines and its Convocation by standing 
applause; and second, to wish Miss Griffin Godspeed on 
her home trip, success and good health in her retirement, 
and pray that God may guide her and be with her always 
throughout the rest of her life.” 


Seconded, it passed with standing and prolonged applause. Miss 
Griffin responded with thanks. 


Bishop Ogilby moved that Convocation express gratitude to 
the Right Reverend Walter H. Gray, D.D., Bishop of Connecticut, 
for providing the Philippine Episcopal Church with a copy of the 
motion picture film on the Anglican Congress of 1954. 


Father Garrison moved the following resolution: 


“Resolved: that Convocation wishes to express its appre- 
‘ciation to the Editors of Pan-Anglican for its presentation 
of the life and work of the Church in the Philippines in 
the October, 1954 issue of that publication.” 


Seconded by Father Over, it passed. 


Bishop Ogilby moved that Convocation express gratitude to 
Dean Mandell, the Faculty of St. Andrew’s Theological Seminary, 
the Hospitality Committee, Holy Trinity Church, and other hosts 
for the hospitality extended to the Clerical and Lay delegates 
and appointed missionaries at this Convocation. Seconded by Fa- 
ther Matlock, it passed with applause. 


Father Mandell moved that the Secretary send greetings 
to Mrs. Gouveneur Frank Mosher, widow of the second Bishop 
of this Missionary District. Seconded by Mr. Lo, it passed with 
applause. 


Father Accos moved the following resolution: 


“Resolved: that Convocation extend its thanks to Miss Laura 
P. Wells for her faithful work among the Filipino people 
and especially among the members of the Episcopal Church.” 


It was seconded and passed with a rising vote. 


Father Wei moved that Convocation send its remembrances, 
sympathy, and greetings to Mrs. John Stokes. Seconded by Father 
Over, it passed. 
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Mr. Ty moved ‘that Convocation send greetings to Miss He- 
len Boyle, Miss Constance Bolderston, and other appointed mis- 
sionaries now on furlough. Seconded by Father Matlock, it passed. 


Mr. Ty moved that this Convocation express its thanks to 
Bishop Binsted for his dinner which is to follow at the close 
cf this session, by applause. Father Mandell seconded it, and it 
was done. . 

The report of the Tellers announced that the Reverend Eduar- 
do G. Longid was elected Clerical Deputy on first ballot, and also 
that Simon Aquino was elected Lay Deputy on first ballot. 


The Bishop declared nominations for Provisional Deputies to 
be in order. Three nominations for Provisional Clerical Deputy 
were made: The Reverend Fathers Benito Cabanban, Ramon, Alipit 
and Ramon Tauli. Five nominations were made for Provisional 
Lay Deputy: Mr. Ty, Mr. Galgala, Mr. Pacyaya, Mr. N. Alipit 
and Mr. Abalos. Father Wei moved that nominations be closed. 
Seconded by Father Bawayan, it was done. The votes were made. 
The Tellers retired to count, and Convocation business continued. 

Father Longid moved the following resolution: 

“Resolved: that Convocation express gratitude by applause 
to Bishop Ogilby, Father Diman and Professor Claudio for 
ably representing us at the Pan-Anglican Congress. And 


further, that the paper of Professor Claudio be given the 
Anglican Churchman for publication.” 


It passed with applause. \ 


The Tellers reported no election, Clerical and Lay, for Pro- 
visional Deputies. The Bishop called for another ballot. 


Mr. Lomeng moved that Convocation send sympathy to Father 
Saboy, sick in the hospital. Seconded by Father Garrison, it passed. 


Father Pekas moved that Convocation by applause express 
gratitude to Mr. Daoas, Principal of the Government School of 
‘Sagada who left heavy work to attend Convocation, and also to 
all delegates who attended Convocation for the first time. Applause 
followed. 

The Tellers reported the election of the Reverend Benito 
Cabanban as Provisional Clerical Deputy, and Mr. Tomas Galgala 
as Provisional Lay Deputy. The four Deputies were presented to 
~Convocation by the Bishop. 

Father Mandell moved that Convocation commend and thank 
with applause our Secretary, Father Myrick, and our Assistant Se- 
cretary, Father Masferré for their work in Convocation. Seconded, 
it was done. 
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The Minutes were read and approved. 


On motion of Father Chandlee, Convocation adjourned, with 
the Collect for Peace, the General Thanksgiving and the Blessing 
by the Bishop, at 7:45 P. M., sine die.

APPENDIX A 


THE BISHOP’S CONVOCATION ADDRESS — 
; 1955 


At this opening Service of Cenvocation, when we are as- 
sembled in the presence of God to give thanks for the many bless- 
ings of the past year and to seek His guidance for the years 
ahead, I want to express to our two Suffragan Bishops, the Rt. 
Reverend Robert F. Wilner, D.D. and the Right Reverend Lyman 
C. Ogilby, D.D., my profound thanks for the splendid assistance 
they have rendered in the administration and pastoral oversight 
of the Diocese. I also wish to express my deep appreciation to the 
Clergy and Laity, to whom most of the credit is due for such 
progress as, under God’s blessing, has been made, for their loyal 
cooperation and support. In the unity of the spirit, unmindful 
of racial differences, we have labored together for the glory of 
God and the salvation of His children. And in doing so, we have 
developed a fine family solidarity, which in itself is a strong witness 
to the Gospel we are commissioned to proclaim. 


PERSONNEL: 

Since our last Convocation God has called two faithful mem- 
bers of our staff to closer fellowship with Him in the Higher Life. 
Mr. John Stokes, to whom we owe the erection of a number of 
our post-war Mission buildings, died suddenly in St. Luke’s Hos- 
pital, on April 30th, 1954. On September 2nd, 1954, Mrs. Hulda 
Lund, who served without salary at the Mission of The Good 
Shepherd, Calarian, Zamboanga, died in Brent Hospital. For many 
_ years Mrs. Lund had identified herself with the people with whom 
she had worked in a very remarkable way, giving herself completely 
in their service. She was known, respected and loved throughout 
the Province of Zamboanga, where she and her husband had’ 
worked under the Chrristian Missionary Alliance, until Dr. Lund’s 
death. She then entered our Church and worked with untiring 
zeal until her death. 
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Both Mr. Stokes and Mrs. Lund, through their devotion to — 
Our Blessed Lord and .their unselfish dedication to the work of 
His Church, each in his own way, revealed in their lives the joy 
that comes to those who unreservedly respond to the Master’s 
call to follow Him. \ 


May their souls and the souls of all the faithful departed, 
through the mercy of God, rest in peace. peels 


The death of Mr. Sikes resulted in the return to the U.S.A. 
of his widow and her children. In Mrs. Stokes’ departure from the 
field, the Mission lost the services of a valued worker. During her 
term of service in the Philippines, she volunteered first as a teacher 
on the staff of Brent School, and later, at the Bishop’s request, 
opened and managed the Philippine Episcopal Church Supply 
House, while at the same time taking an active part in the Sun- 
day School and other Church activities of Holy Trinity Parish. 
We record with gratitude our deep appreciation of the fine contri- 
bution she made to the work of the Church in this field and pray 
that she and her children may in their sorrow have the comfort 
and consolation of the Holy Spirit. : 


Three other members of the Mission staff, Mr. and Mrs. Ran- 
dall Norton and Miss Laura Wells, all veterans in the overseas 
work of the Church, left the Philippines to retire in the U.S.A. 
They came to us after many years of distinguished service in China, 
and through their immediate integration into the life of this Dio- 
cese, proved the oneness of the Church. Through valuable exper- 
ience gained in another field and their unselfish devotion to Christ 
and His children, they enriched the hfe and work of the Church. 
in the Philippines. We wish for them many happy but less stre- 
nuous years of joyful service, which in spite of their retired status, 
we know they will continue to render. 


On May 31, 1954 the resignation of Mr. Frederick Joyner 
was presented and accepted. 


Another permanent -departure from the field is imminent, 
that of Miss Elizabeth G. Griffin, who for twenty-three years, with 
singleness of purpose, efficiency and unparalleled devotion as Treas- 
urer of the Missionary District, has ably administered the financial 
and other business of the Church. While with steadfast determina- 
tion she refused to be diverted from her appointed task, which 
resulted in a well managed Treasurer’s office, she has freely given 
her professional services to many Church organizations and insti- 
tutions. Every membér of the staff is indebted to her for counsel 
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and advise. Miss Griffin has demonstrated how a person, charged” 
with the temporal affairs of the Church, can instil into them Sspiri- 
tual values. She has given a good account of her stewardship. 
Few people will be missed by so many. But we rejoice that Miss 
Griffin looks forward. with pleasure to establishing a home in 
._ New Berne, North Carolina, and we pray that she may find in 
retirement from active service the rest and joy, which she so richly 
deserves. 


Permanent departures of staff members from the field, for 
whatever cause, fill us with a sense of loss and are somewhat 
depressing. It is therefore a pleasure to announce certain additions 
to our Mission family. 


The Church has been unusually fortunate in the appoint- 
ment of Mr. Duncan Burn to succeed Miss Griffin as Treasurer. 
‘He accepted the appointment at the urgent request of the Bishop 
and the National Council. At his insistence, he did so without 
remuneration, on a part time basis. Few laymen have given more 
time to the Church’s work than Mr. Burn and his/ acceptance of 
additional responsibility, which will make great demands on his 
time, is an inspiring example of devotion and loyalty to the Church. 
He will be ably assisted by Miss Marian Davis, who during Miss 
Griffin’s last furlough, served as Acting-Treasurer to the complete 
satisfaction of the Bishop, the Auditors and the National Council. 
Continuity in the Treasurer’s Office will be maintained through 
Mr. George Lo, who through long and faithful service has become 
thoroughly familiar with the details of the office. With the present 
‘staff, we have confidence that the office will be efficiently admin- 
istered and. that the high standards of service established by 
Miss Griffin during her tenure of office, will be maintained. 


When it became increasingly evident that the Reverend Ar- 
thur H. Richardson, the distinguished Headmaster of Brent School 
for more than nineteen years, would have to relinguish his post 
and move to a lower altitude than Baguio, due to Mrs. Richardson’s 
health, the Bishop and his advisers were confronted with the grave 
problem of finding a well qualified successor. Their first choice 
was the Reverend Alfred Griffiths, a former member of Brent 
School staff and later Priest-in-charge of St. Paul’s Mission, Bal- 
balasang, who had resigned in 1950 to accept appointment to work 
in the Diocese of Olympia. Fortunately Father and Mrs. Grif- 
fiths had retained their great love for the Philippines, and although 
well established in their new field and held in high esteem by 
their Bishop and their people, they immediately responded to the 
call for assistance and Fr. Griffiths accepted appointment as Head- 
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‘master. This appointment has meant a continuity of policy and a 
continuance of the fine spirit among faculty and students built 
up over the years by Fr. and Mrs. Richardson. It is a joy to 
have Father ad Mrs. Griffiths back again as members of our Mis- 
sion family. 

The Convent of St. Mary’s, Sagada, has been strengthened ~ 
by the arrival of Sister Mary Helen, who will share in the excel- 
lent. work done by the Order of St. Mary in the parish, hospital 
and school at the important Mission station of St. Mary the Virgin. 


The departure of Mrs. Stokes presented another personnel 
problem, that of finding a suitable person to operate the newly 
established Supply House. Here again the Church was fortunate 
in securing the services, on an employed in the field basis, of 
Miss Thyre Charter, who was born in.the Philippines and has the 
qualifications and experience needed for this type of work. 

It is a pleasure to have Bishop and Mrs. Ogilby and Fr. and 
Mrs. Wei back after rather strenuous furloughs in the U.S.A. 
Others are still on furlough and many of the American staff will 
be leaving on furlough during the current year. The appointed 
missionary is the transient element in the Church’s life, hence the 
report on personnel changes is necessarily largely taken up with his 
goings and comings. 

The more permanent element, which is steadily increasing, is 
the great body of Filipino clergy, Sisters, Catechists, Doctors, Nurses 
and Teachers, who constitute the growing strength of the evolving 
indigenous Church. It is in them and the faithful laity that we 
see reflected the measure of such success as God has granted the 
missionary endeavor of our Church in this land. Their spiritual 
insight, their growth in the likeness of Christ, even more than 
their numerical strength, is our glory and that for which we con- ~ 
tinually give thanks to God and the Father of us all.

FACTS AND EVENTS IN BRIEF: 


The reports to be presented to Convocation by Committees 
and Institutions will indicate the progress of the work during 
the past year. I shall not anticipate these reports in this address. 
There are, however, certain significant facts and events, bearing 
on the life and work of the Church, which may not be covered 
in the reports and which I shall: mention briefly. 


(a) The yearend statistics show that the Church ministers 
to ninety congregations with 32,363 Baptized Persons and 16,232 


_ Confirmed members. 


(b) Since the last Convocation the following buildings have 
been erected: 
Four Chapels, located at. Lonoy, Lacmaan, Banguitan and 
Tukukan. 
A Priest’s residence at Lonoy. 
A combination Church and School at St. Barnabas’ Mis- 
sion, Alab. 
(c) In addition construction has been started on 
A Parish House and a Dispensary at Tadian 
A Chapel at St. Gabriel’s Mission, Data. 


(d) On July 15th, 1954, the Mission Offices were moved to 
1370 Gral. Luna. 


(e) As of December 31, 1954, the parishes and missions 
of the Diocese had paid on the General Apportionment P1,998.86, 
on total Assessments amounting to P2,045.00, leaving an unpaid 
balance of P46.14. They paid on the Diocesan Apportionment 
P18,458.72, on total Assessments amounting to P19,000.00, leaving 
an unpaid balance of P541.28. It is possible that additional pay- 
ments may be made on the 1954 Assessments. The following con- 
gregations, which overpaid their assessments deserve special men- 
tion: St. Gabriel’s, Data; St. Benedict’s, Besao; St. Luke’s Chapel, 
Manila; St. Joseph’s, Masla and St. Michael and All Angels, Ta- 
dian. 

I would remind Convocation that provision is made in the 
Budget prepared by the Committee on Apportionments and Sup- 
port of the Ministry for individual contributions. Contributions may 
be made to the Mission Treasurer or to the Bishop to meet the 
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total combined deficit on the 1954 Apportionments, amounting to 
P587.42. 

(f) Mrs. Charlotte E. Heilbronn, a longtime friend ace be- : 
nefactress of the Church in the Philippines, recently gave to St. 
Luke’s Hospital a generous gift of P70,000.00; to Brent School 
P20,000 and to Holy Trinity Parish P5,000.00. 


(g) Holy Trinity Parish has informed the Bishop of the 
payment of the debt on the new Church building and February 
27th has been set as the date of consecration. The payment of the 
debt in such a short space of time is a splendid achievement, on 
which the Rector and the Vestry are to be congratulated. 


(h) We are grateful for the visits during the past year of 
Mother Miriam of the Order of St. Anne and Mother Columba, 
the Mother Superior of the Order of St. Mary’s Convent, Peekskill. 
Sister Mary Francis and Sister Teresa of the Order of St. Mary the 
Virgin, Sagada, recently made their life vows at St. Mary’s Con- 
vent, Peekskill. Miss Betty Hassel of St. Luke’s) Manila, is soon 
to be clothed as a Novice of the Order of St. Mary. The three 
Sisterhoods working in the Philippines render great service to our 
Church and deserve our prayers and support. 


_ G) The Church in the Philippines was brought into touch 
with the many Churches of the Anglican Communion, at the Angli- 
can Congress held last year in Minneapolis. Our delegates to the 
Congress will make their reports to Convocation on Wednesday 
evening, when a moving picture of the Congress will be shown. 


(j) The Bishop has accepted an invitation to attend a meet- 
ing of the Anglican Bishops of Southeast Asia to be held in Hong- 
kong in February. 


THE OBJECTIVE: 


It is essential that from time to time we should seek to gain 
a clear view of the particular part we here in the Philippines 
are called to play in God’s great drama of salvation. We should 
never permit ourselevs to become so engrossed in the work of the 
particular parish, mission station or institution with which we are 
connected as to make us unmindful of the overall objective towards 
which, under God’s guidance the Church in the Philippines is pro- 
gressing. We must at all times keep our work, whether parish, 
mission, hospital or school well mePerated into the master plan 
of our missionary effort. 


It seems to be quite clear that God has called us to con- 
tribute our share towards the building of a national Church, which 
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is developing, but at present is far from complete; but which under 
the blessing of God and the guidance of His Holy Spirit, is destined 
‘someday to become self-governing, self-supporting and self-propa- 
gating. A Church, owing ailegiance to the Blessed Trinity, but in- 
dependent of ecclesiastical obedience to any other branch, national 
or otherwise of the Catholic Church. However, bound by the strong 
cords of love, tradition and a common faith to that community 
of Catholic Churches, which we call the Anglican Communion. _ 


It was not given to us of this generation to initiate this move- 
ment. We came to a task already conceived on a’ scale worthy 
of the high purpose for which, under Divine inspiration it was 
undertaken and upon the development of which much wisdom, 
patience, love and hard work had already been expended. 


It has already begun to take shape and give promise of the 
goal towards which it is moving. I am inclined to think that it has 
reached that critical stage, when its future can be made or marred 
by the efforts which we of today exert. The materials with which 
we work are still malleable. They can be fashioned to fit the plan 
conceived for them in the mind of God. But there is always the 
danger that through over-emphasis on unessentials, through mis- 
directed enthusiasm and a lack of forbearance, we may destroy the 
beauty of the structure. It is difficult sometimes to bring our en- 
thusiasms and ecclesiastical idiosyncracies under discipline. 


Although the Church in the Philippines owes its establishment 
to the Church in the U.S.A. and is at present an integral part 
of that Church, and therefore owes to it canonical obedience, it 
does not follow, nor do I think God wills that the national Church 
we erect here shall, when fully developed, conform in all details 
of doctrine, discipline and worship to the Protestant Episcopal 
Church in the U.S.A. That Church evolved from a cultural back- 
ground differing in many respects from what we find in this land. 
Precisely because it fits into its own background, it is truly a na- 
tional Church. The Church which fails to adjust itself to the cul- 
tural environment in which it is planted, remains foreign and 
has no national character of its own. This philosophy of missions 
is as old as the Christian Church. History bears witness to its 
validity. Each great branch of the Catholic Church, whether Angli- 
can, Roman or Orthodox, when transplanted to a new field, is 
inevitably affected by the culture of the people among whom it is 
established. It is only so that Christian doctrine is clarified, Chris- 
tian tradition enriched, Christian worship beautified and Christian 
discipline made effective. 
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3 The Church gives to each nation the full Gospel treasure 
received from Christ and His Apostles, not to be wrapped in a 
napkin and buried; but to be used for the salvation of mankind 
and in the using to be increased, so that the total treasure of God’s 
Church may be enriched and enhanced in value. We need the 
spirtiual insight and wisdom of the people of all races to come 
to a clearer knowledge of the Glory of God. 


There are certain universals, which are the common posses- 
sion of all branches of the Catholic Church—the Holy Scriptures, 
the Historic Creeds, the Sacraments and the Apostolic Ministry. 
These are the four great pillars which must form the chief sup- 
ports of any branch of Christ’s Church. Without them a Church 
may be established, but it will not be a part of that Church, which 
owes its origin to Christ and His Apostles. 


But once the four great pillars of the Church are firmly planted 
in a nation, we should refrain from making the less essentials parts 
of the structure conform too rigidly to our own conception of the 
Catholic Church. Let us leave room for national expression and 
aspiration. Let us exercise restraint in impressing upon the unfold- 
ing life of the young Church the complex organization, the elabo- 
rate ritual calling for expensive equipment which only a wealthier 
economy can afford. To quote from the 34th Article of Religion:— 


“It is not necessary that Traditions and Ceremonies be in 
all places one or utterly like, for at all times they have 
been divers and may be changed according to the diver- 
sity of countries, times, men’s manners, so that nothing be 
ordained against God’s Word .. . Every particular national 
Church hath authority to ordain, change, and abolish Ce- 
remonies or Rites of the Church ordained only by man’s au- 
thority, so that all things be done to edifying.” 


If in these formative years in the life of the Episcopal Church 
in the Philippines, we can clearly interpret the basic doctrine of the 
faith in language our people can understand; if we can express 
the beauty of worship in simplicity; if we can convey to our péo- 
ple the value in the sight of God and man of the witness of a 
pure and holy life; then we need have no anxiety for the future 
of the Church in this land. Any desired elaboration will come with 
maturity and it will not be alien, but in keeping with the char- 
acter and culture of the people of the country. The basic tenets 
of our faith, because they are the gift of God, are universally 
acceptable, but the language in which they are presented and 
the rites and ceremonies through which they find expression, 
must be related to the customs, culture and traditions of the 
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people. It is only in this way that the Church will become truly 
indigenous. 


This takes time, but if we grow impatient and try to fill in 
all the details of the structure, there will be no room left for 
national expression of religious thought and emotions. We must give 
opportunity to those who will follow us to dedicate their genius 
and their skills to the elaboration and beautification of their na- 
tional Church. 


The Church in these Islands in the foreseeable future may be 
called upon to strip for action in the face of a formidable enemy. 
Political changes taking place in Asia today are resulting in the 
rapid transference of power to dynamic leaders, who resent loyalty 
to God, which conflicts with their demands for total loyalty or 
subservience to their own ideology. The Philippines, essentially 
Christian, is like a lone island in the midst of a surging sea of 
non-Christian and anti-Christian peoples, formidable in their nu- 
merical strength, and growing in power from month to month. 
We dare not shut our eyes to this fact. It is a different day 
from that in which the Christian powers of the west were held 
in high esteem by all countries in Asia. With the loss of western 
political prestige, the Christian movement in the Orient has suf- 
fered a severe setback. Unfortunately for Christ and His Church, 
the non-Christian peoples of Asia, have come to identify Christian- 
ity as a western product, unconscious of the fact that it was ini- 
tiated by God for the salvation of all men and all races. 


We need to steel our people for the possible evil days ahead. 
We must warn them that they may be brought before councils, 
_ that they may be beaten and put to death for their faith, even 
as Christ warned His disciples, sent out into an equally hostile 
world. Should that day come, the Church must not be encumbered 
by too many unessentials. She must be strengthened to stand fast 
by a faith as radiantly clear and as simple as that instilled by 
Christ in the hearts and minds of His Apostles. A faith as true 
and sure as the character of God; as honest and’ majestic as the 
personality of Jesus. 


My Brethren, if we fulfil our ‘mission and by teaching and 
example enshrine in the hearts of living witnesses such a faith, 
free from superstition and all things contrary to the Word of God, 
we can proceed in confidence with the work which God has given 


us to do. 
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APPENDIX B 


REPORT OF THE COUNCIL OF ADVICE 


The Council of Advice appointed by the Bishop at the Con- 
vocation of 1954, consisting of the Very Rev. Wayland S. Mandell, 
the Rev. Eduardo G. Lofgid, the Rev. H. J. Wei, and the Rev. 
Arthur H.. Richardson, Clerical members, and Mr. S. C. Choy, 
Mr. Duncan Burn, Mr. George Main, and Mr. Frederick G: Joyner, 
Lay members, held an informal meeting on January 2Ist, 1954, 
for the purpose of organizing. Mr. Richardson was elected Chair- 
man; Mr. Joyner, Secretary. 


I. The first regular meeting of the Council of Advice was 
held at the Bishop’s Office on August 3, 1954. Fr. Mandell was 
appointed temporary Secretary to fill the vacancy left by Mr. Joyner. 
(1) The Bishop reported that preliminary plans for St. Luke’s 
Hospital had been presented to the Officers of the National Council 
by Mrs. Gerald Wilkinson at a conference held in New York, 
a representative of the firm of Neergaard, Agnew, Craig, and 
Westermann, Hospital Consultants, being present. Upon recommen- 
dation of the conference the Bishop, after consulting with the 
Chairman of the Building Committee, authorized Mr. Addinsell to 
sign a contract with the above-mentioned firm of Consultants, who 
would check and advise on plans for the new hospital buildings 
and send a representative to Manila to study the local situation. 
Choice of an architect has been left to the Bishop and the Build- 
ing Committee. (2) Bishop Binsted reported that on May 31st, 
1954, with the advice ‘and consent of the Executive Committee 
of the Board of Governors, he had asked for and accepted the 
resignation of Mr. Frederick Joyner as administrator of St. Luke’s 
Hospital and had appointed Mr. Moises P. Guevara as Acting- 
Administrator. This appointment was confirmed by the Board of 
Governors of the hospital. (3) The Bishop announced the resigna- 
tion of the Rev. Arthur H. Richardson as Headmaster of Brent 
School and his transfer to the Mission of St. Francis of Assisi at 
Upi as Associate Priest. Fr. Longid offered a resolution of thanks 
and appreciation to the Richardsons for their work at Brent School. 
(4) The Council ratified and confirmed the application of Mr. 
Samuel Wu for Ordination to the Diaconate, said application hav- 
ing been previously approved by six members of the Council by 
letters to the Bishop. (5) At the request of the Bishop the term 
of candidacy of Mr. Alfred Lomeng was shortened to one year 
and eight months. (6) The term of candidacy of Mr. Braulio Tade, 
at the request of the Bishop, was shortened to six months and his —

application for ordination to the Diaconate was approved by the 
‘Council. (7) Consideration of the application of Mr. Valentin Bi- 
teng was postponed, pending a satisfactory medical clearance. (8) 
Fr. Mandell was unanimously elected Secretary of the Council. This 
concluded the business of the meeting. 

II. The second meeting of the Council of Advice -was held 
at the Bishop’s Office on October 5, 1954. In the absence of the 
Chairman the Bishop presided. (1) The application of Mr. Alfred 
G. Lomeng for ordination was approved and he was recommended 
to the Bishop for ordination to the Diaconate. No further business 
was. transacted. 

III. The Council of Advice met for the third time on Ja- 
nuary 25th, 1955, in the Bishop’s Office. Bishop Wilner and Bishop 
Ogilby were present in addition to Bishop Binsted. The four clerical 
members were all present, and of the Lay members, Mr. Duncan 
Burn. (1) Bishop Binsted reported regarding the application for 
restoration to the priesthood of Mr. Raymond Abbitt, received by 
him some months ago and now under consideration. The pertinent 
correspondence was read and thoroughly discussed by the Council. 
After due consideration the Council voted to recommend to the 
Bishop that he take steps to restore Mr. Abbitt to the ministry. 
It should be noted that our action was merely advisory: final 
action in the matter rests with the Bishop. (2) The revision of 
the Constitution and by-laws of St. Stephen’s Parish was pre- 
sented to the Council for consideration. Action on this was post- 
poned until it could be studied carefully. (3) At the Bishop’s 
request the Council acted to shorten the term of Candidacy 
of Mr. Richard Abelardo Abellon from two years to eighteen 
months. (4) The request of Mr. Richard Abelardo Abellon for 
recommendation to the Bishop for Ordination to the Diaconate 
was received and his papers were considered and found all in order. 
The Council recommended Mr. Abellon for Ordination to the Sacred 
Order of Deacons. This concluded. the business of the meeting.

The Bishop’s nominations were, 
as usual, confirmed by the whole convocation of 1954. The Board 
met and organized after 9:35 P. M. on the last evening of Con- 
vocation. The Rev. Leo G. McAfee was re-elected Chairman and 
the Rev. Albert. Masferre, Secretary. Assignments were also made 
at this meeting of the Examination subject’. New assignments were 
those of Church History ‘to Father Diman vice Bishop Ogilby, and 
Practical Theology to Bishop Ogilby vice Father Duddington. 

The next meeting of the Board was during the week of May 
2-8, when the Canonical Examinations were given at St. Andrew’s 
Seminary to Candidates Braulio Tade, Richard Abelardo Abellon, 
Valentin Biteng, and Alfred Lomeng. 

The Oral Examinations were given to the Candidates on the 
morning of May 8th with the Bishop and all the Examining Chap- 
lains present. After the Oral Examinations, the Examining Chap- 
lains held a brief meeting to discuss the case of Braulio Tade who 
had failed certain written examinations and also the fact that while 
he was in the Seminary a complete course in these subjects were 
not offered, it was the opinion of the Examining Chaplains that 
after some recommended reading he be given a re-examination. 
The Rev. Leo G. McAfee, examiner, later reported that Mr. Tade 
passed the re-examination with flying colors. 

All four candidates having been finally rated “Satisfactory” in 
all subjects required by Canon Law the Examiners accomplished 
the appropriate certificates and presented them to the Bishop for 
action,

REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON RELIGIOUS EDUCATION 


The Religious Education Committee met at 3 o’clock, January 
21st in a class room at the Seminary. Five members were present. 
Fr. Masferré was elected Chairman and Bernice Jansen, Secretary. 


Plans were discussed concerning materials to be sent out to 
the priests. Fr. Diman said that he would go over the catechism 
he and Father Damroch had worked on, revise it and mail us 
each a copy so that members could study it and make suggestions 
for its usefulness. The committee agreed that writing some simple 
outline courses would be a good thing. Father Diman and Fathers 
Kollin and Masferré said that they could not attend a course 
writing conference so Mrs. Duddington and Miss Jansen said that 
they would help with the other committee member, Miss Sharp.

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APPENDIX J 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE 
/ ON MISSION SCHOOLS 


Scope and Program 

During the past year the scope and program of several of 
our Mission Schools have been extended, under the direction or with 
the approval of the Chairman of the Committee on Mission Schools: 


a) A Kindergarten, with an enrollment of 30 children, has 
‘been opened at St. Thomas’ Mission, Tabuk. 

b) The seventh grade was installed at the All Saints’ Mis- 
sion School, Bontoc. , 

c) An additional teacher was employed at St. Gregory’s 
School, Bagnen, to accommodate the increased enrollment. 

d) Increased disbursements from the Mission School Budget 
were made to the Good Shepherd School, Calarian, St. 
Mary’s School, Sagada, and the Holy Cross School, Tuku- 
kan, to meet particular salary needs. 


Finances 

This past school year the sum of P8,859.25 was expended over 
and above what was spent during the previous school year in 
order that our educational program might be more extensive and 
“more equitable amongst the various schools. Although this increased 
expenditure was possible this year,.we have just about reached 
the limit of our ingenuity in squeezing a few extra pesos here and 
there from our total annual budget of P60,000.00. The Chairman 
of this committee, in a personal interview with the Vice President 
of the National Council, Bishop Bentley, in New York City, asked 
for at least a 10% increase in our appropriation for Mission Schools. 
It may be that we will receive a small increase, but we can not 
be too optimistic. 

We must continue to teach our children and their parents that 
a good Christian education does cost—it costs time, it costs personal 
interest, it costs labor, it costs money. And if we are to maintain 
and expand our education program, we all must share the respon- 
sibility of this cost. On the whole, the communities in which our 
schools are located are only beginning to share in the life and 
maintenance of our schools. 


Official Governmental Status 
A few more schools received ‘permits’ and some ‘full recogni- 
tion’ this past year, and several were incorporated; but we still 
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have with us the problem of bringing up the standards of several 
of our smaller schools so they can be granted permits or full 
recognition papers, namely the schools at: Bila, Balili, Calarian, 
Guinaang, Maiinit, Malegkong, and Payageo. For the most part 
it is a matter of increased equipment and adequate salaries for 
qualified teachers. 


Teachers 


As more and more Anglican teachers complete their normal 
and college training, it is becoming easier to staff our schools with 


qualified and experienced teachers. And as our potential teacher: 


candidates increase in number and quality, we can be more particu- 
lar and demanding in the selection of the ‘best’ for our school 
faculties. 

This last summer vacation, when many of our mission school 
teachers were continuing their college courses in Baguio, two sig- 
nificant meetings of many of our teachers were held; and from these 
meetings few the MISSION SCHOOL TEACHERS’ ASSOCIATION 
with its stated aim of: “To organize the Mission School Teachers 


into a unified group which can share mutual problems and improve 


the effectiveness of the teaching in the Mission Schools.” At both 
of these meetings various educational and teacher problems were 
discussed; and at one of them officers were elected for the As- 
sociation: Mr. Alfredo Pacyaya, Chairman; Mr. Esteban Banga-an, 
Vice-Chairman; and Mr. Eusebio Botengan, Jr., Secretary-Treasurer. 

The Chairman of the Committee on Mission Schools has con- 
tinued to serve as a sort of superintendent of mission schools; he 
has tried to maintain a complete file on teachers and prospective 
teachers so that he can recommend candidates to the various school 
principals. when vacancies occur, and he has set up a Teachers’ 
Training Fund—from which P3,000.00 was loaned to teachers this 
past year so that they might complete their courses and become 
qualified. ; 


Appreciation 

We would like to thank the Committee on Religious Education 
for preparing a helpful syllabus of courses in Christian Education 
this past year, which we hope will be amplified and implemented 
this year; and we want to express our gratitude to Bishop Binsted 
and Miss Boyle for the time and effort so freely given in effect- 
ing the recognition and incorporation of several schools.

A well attended Quiet Day, conducted by Bishop Ogilby 
was sponsored between the close of Seminary and Holy Week for 
the young people of this area, and later a young people’s conference 
was held for all the youth of the diocese. 


The fourth Diocesan Youth Conference was held at All Saints’ 
Mission, Bontoc, from May 4th to May 6th. The topic was 
“The Faith of a Christian.” The lectures were given by Dean Man- 
dell’ and Father Garrison. Bible Classes were conducted by Father 
Freeston and the music was under the direction of Father Foster. 


This year’s conference had fewer meetings and more sight- 
seeing tours. While the conference was centred in Bontoc we went 
one day to Besao and another day to Tadian. Though this was a 
more expensive and tiring procedure, all agreed that it was well 
worth while from every point of view. There were over one hun- 
dred registered delegates at the conference. Beyond this number 
many more attended on an informal basis. We appreciate all that 
the staff and congregation at Bontoc, Besao, and Tadian did to 
make the conference a success. We now have tentative plans for 
a diocesan conference to be held some time in April here at 


the seminary. 


Those of you who read the organ of tHe Young people of the 
Philippines Episcopal Church—The Anglican Churchman—must have 
noted the increasing number of stations where a Y.P.F. has been 
organized.” No doubt this is partly due to the growing staff but 
we are told this is also partly the result of the urging of your 
Committee. While organization is certainly not the chief end of 
man, it does help our young people to make a greater contribution 
to the life of the community and to prepare for their future respon- 
sibilities. To some extent in some areas such a Y.P.F. does some- 
thing to take the place of older institutions declared off limits 


to our Christian young people. 
This year, instead of sponsoring a young people’s conference 
between Christmas and the New Year for the Manila area, the 


young people of one of the Manila parishes accepted this respon- 
sibilty. This conference was well attended and considered a success. 
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Once again may we thank all those who helped to make the 
plans of your Committee become realities.

REPORT OF THE COMMISSION ON TRANSLATION 
OF THE BOOK OF COMMON PRAYER 


The Commission has met in full session twice during the past 
year. The Ilocano and Tagalog sections and work groups of those 
sections have met regularly and frequently. 


A. Ilocano Section. A majority of the whole ‘commission 
met for one week during the long vacation, followed by irregular 
but frequent work meetings of the work sections and meetings 
with the Ilocano specialist, Dr. Isidro Panlasigue, Dean of the 
College of Education at the University of the Philippines. Transla- 
tions of the Ministration of Holy Baptism and the Solemnization 
of Holy Matrimony have been completed and sent to the Bishop 
for Authorization for circulation for trial use and criticism. A 
translation of the Holy Communion has been made along with 
the Collects for the entire year. Parts of this translation are be- 
ing corrected and revised at the present time by Dr. Panlasigue. 
It will be at least two months before the translation of the 
Holy Communion will be ready for authorization. 


B. Tagalog Section. This part of the Commission has met 
monthly and sometimes oftener. Agreed translation of the Holy 
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Communion and the Miunistration of Holy Baptism have been 
reached and conferences are now being held with Professor Anonuevo 
of Oriental Language Department of the College of Liberal Arts 
of the University of the Philippines. We believe that the two trans- 
lations will be ready for authorization for circulation within a month. 


We owe a debt of gratitude to the co-opted members of the 
Commission; the Rev. Jose Montenegro, II, the Rev. Emilio 
Rana, the Rev. Emerson Bonoan, Dr. Isidro Panlasigue, and Pro- 
fessor Anonuevo.

THE PHILIPPINE EPISCOPAL CHURCH 
vs SUPPLY HOUSE 


The Philippine Episcopal Church Supply House was estab- . 
lished for the convenience of the clergy and laity of our Church 
and the Philippine Independent Church to supply religious books 
and other religious material at reasonable prices. Established as a 
non-profit institution, books are priced at British and American 
list prices plus a small mark-up to cover postage, handling charges, 
and duty if any. Other church supplies are sold at cost plus a small 
charge to defray handling expenses. Second-hand books contributed 
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to the Supply House are marked at'a very nominal price to cover 
postage and handling cost. 

Such discounts as the Supply House receives from some pub- 
lishers is used to defray operating expenses. Some dealers do not 
allow discounts if only a few books of a title are ordered, or if the 
books are not their publications. Therefore, a lot of the books are 
marked at the list price plus postage, duty, etc. 

It is our hope that we can cover operating expenses, exclusive 
of the manager’s salary, which is provided from special funds made 
. available by the Bishop from the current income. 

Further consideration will be given to the expansion of the 
business making its facilities available to other Church groups if 
circumstances so warrant.

‘REPORTS ON MISSION INSTITUTIONS 
ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL 


During the past year the Bishop has been assisted in the man- 
agement of St. Luke’s Hospital by an unusually strong Board of 
Governors, composed of prominent American, Filipino, British and 
Chinese members of the community, who have given generously of 
their time and talent to its business affairs. « 


The Medical and Nursing staffs under the able direction of 
Dr. Jose Y. Fores and Mrs. Vitaliana Beltran respectively, have 
maintained high professional standards, which are responsible for 
the prestige St. Luke’s enjoys among ‘the private hospitals of the 
Philippines. Mr. Moises P. Guevara is to be commended for the 
fine work he has done since his appointment as Acting-Adminis- 
trator on June 1, 1954. Mrs. Ester Santos, who will report on the 
School of Nursing, as Principal of the School has the respect, 
admiration and affection of the students and faculty, the Hospital 
staff and the Woman’s Board, who are particularly interested in 
this department of the work. After twelve years of close associa- 
tion with the staff, I feel that too much cannot be said in praise 
of their loyalty and service. The Nursing and lay staff serve for 
inadequate salaries, for the most part below those paid by Govern- 
ment hospitals, and under conditions which are difficult. 


Miss Laura P. Wells, at one time Administratrix and later 
Director of the Social Service Department, resigned in 1954, to 
retire in the U.S.A. St. Luke’s 4s grateful for her eight years of 
fine, intelligent service. Her unselfish, Christian example, no less 
than her professional services, were of great. value to the institu- 
tion. It is hoped that in the near future a successor, now under 
consideration, may be appointed for the Social Service Department. 

No report on St. Luke’s would be complete without an expression 
of appreciation for the excellent contribution, in the field of public 
relations as well as financially, made to its work by St. Luke’s 
Hospital Woman’s Board. Founded in 1908 with 25 members, it 
now has a membership of 120. Few hospitals have the assistance 
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and support of such an excellent group of women. In this short 
report it would be impossible to enumerate the multitude of acti- 
vities of the Woman’s Board in the interest of the Hospital. Suf- — 
ficient to say that from August Ist, 1947 to December 31, 1954 
the Woman’s Board contributed for the work of the Hospital 
P127,788.85. We are profoundly grateful for their help. 


It is a pleasure to report that progress on the plans for the 
new buildings, about which we have been hearing for several. years, 
have advanced to the stage where arrangements may now be made 
for the breaking of ground early in June of the present year. 
By next Convocation construction on the buildings should be well 
underway. . 


I report with gratitude a very generous gift of P70,000.00 
received from Mrs. Charlotte E. Heilbronn for the work of the 
Hospital. Mrs. Heilbronn and her late husband, Mr. Joseph P. Heil- 
bronn, long residents of Manila, have made many gifts to St. 
Luke’s Hospital in the past and it means much to us to have her 
continued interest and support. 


In closing a summary of statistics which indicate the scope of 
the Hospital work:

ST. LUKE’S HOSPITAL SCHOOL OF NURSING 


It is my pleasure to make a report for the St. Luke’s Hos- © 
pital School of Nursing to the delegates of the Thirty-seventh 
Annual Convocation of the Missionary District of the Philippines. 
Because the time allotted to each report is limited, I have tried 
to select those points about the school which I feel may be of 
special interest to ‘you. 


Perhaps, I should start by saying that the school: has been 
incorporated as of November 16, 1954 and has been registered with 
the Securities and Exchange Commission in accordance with the 
provisions of the Corporation Law. The governing body of the 
corporation of the St. Luke’s Hospital School of Nursing is the 
newly created Board of Trustees which is composed of the Rt. 
Rev. Norman §S. Binsted, Chairman; and Mr. Duncan Burn, Mr. 
Ty Huy Guan, Dr. Jose Y. Fores and Mrs. Vitaliana G. Beltran, 
members. 


Since the approval of the incorporation, a separate set of 
accounting books have been kept for the school of nursing. We 
are now in the process of working on a proposed budget for the 
School year 1955-1956. This project has proved to be very interest- 
ing. In order to have a more realistic approach to budget-making, 
we have made actual study of the cost of the educational program 
and other services which are provided such as maintenance and 
health programs over a period of several years and compared 
them with fees collected from the students and the valué of stu- 
dent service to the hospital. We have come out with very interest- 
ing figures which have been the basis for many fruitful discussions 
and thoughtful deliberations with the accounting department and 
among faculty members. Before we can make a functional budget, 
certainly there is need for the formulation of certain policies which 
should give present and future principals and faculty members 
something to go by and on the basis of which decisions can be 
made. 
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We have at present 90 students in the School of Nursing— 
28 Seniors, 30 Juniors and 32 Freshman. Out of the total 90, 48 
are Roman Catholics, 26 are Protestants, 11 are Anglicans and 5 
are Aglipayans. 


According to geographical distribution, there are 76 students 
from Luzon, 10 from the Visayan and 4 from Mindanao. 


In April when we admitted the first year students, we had, 
a total of 101 students enrolled. Since April, 11 have left the school 
—3 because of health, 4 because of poor scholastic standing, 1 left 
to get married, 1 left because of the recent war scare and the 
other 2 for other reasons. 11 withdrawals in less than a year is 
quite a high mortality rate. As we look at this figure, we can 
definitely recognize areas in which we can work in order to pre- 
vent such a high percentage of withdrawals—more rigid screening 
of applicants, perhaps, and more educational and personal counsel- 
ing. 

Summer classes for the incoming students will start on April 
4th. The entrance examination will be ‘given on February 12th to 
about 200 applicants who have qualified themselves in the pre- 
liminary tests and personal interview given. To date, we have 
‘about 1,300 applicants, out of whom we will select a maximum 
of 40 girls, which means that 1,260 girls will have to be turned 
away. There are requirements of high school graduation with com- 
pletion of all optional mathematic subjects, specified college sub- 
jects as required by law, good showing in I.Q. and _ personality 
tests, personal interview, etc. 


We know that you are all very much interested in the school 
and that you agree with us that we have certain standards to 
maintain, if we want to keep up the high standing which St. Luke’s 
Hospital School of Nursing has always had. In this regard, you 
can help us a lot. There have been and will be many girls who 
will come to you for help in applying to the school. We welcome 
all applications and are especially very happy to receive the ap-- 
plications of girls belonging to the Mission. Like all other appli- 
cants, they will have to fulfill all our requirements. We assure 
you, however, that all things being equal in the selective admis- 
sion process, the balance will be in favor of Mission girls. 


I do not wish to close this report without sharing with you 
some of the problems which now confront us in the school. The 
most important of this is the lack of qualified faculty members. 
We are looking forward to the coming back of Miss Somebang 
who will help us in the School. But one of our faculty members 
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will soon leave after the summer : session and we do need at 


least three more full-time clinical instructors. Then, too, we have 


the problem of not having enough patients in certain clinical areas © 


to provide adequate clinical experience for our students. We try 


to solve this through affiliations with other hospitals but in the- 


field of obstetrical nursing where we cannot affiliate with any 
agency, we still need more patients than we have been having 
‘in the past. 


Thank you for giving us the opportunity of making this re- 


port. Thank you, too, for your cooperation, your help, and your . 


prayers which you: have given to the school in the past and which 
we trust you will continue to give in the future. —

BRENT HOSPITAL 


A second year in the new Brent Hospital building has pro- 
vided more opportunity for ground improvements due ‘to a most 
generous Woman’s Auxiliary United Thank Offering gift of over 
$3,000.00 designated specifically for this use last April. A reallo- 
cation of £3,600.00 from unused building funds by Bishop Binsted 


has also made it possible to both renovate and continue to im-— 


prove on interior building needs. The shortage of consecrated, 
trained personnel has, on .the other hand, hampered some of the 
immediate progress which had been hoped for in the report of 
1954 towards improving better church-hospital services. 


As a result the Private Floor has been closed since early 
December due to 3 nurse resignations (one due to illness) which 
to date is still not filled. The hoped for Family Health Service has 
also not been able to get underway this past year due to the 
inability of obtaining a nurse with the necessary dependable church- 
manship and training. Since a hospital of this size must depend 
solely on other hospitals in obtaining graduate nurses more em- 
' phasis seems indicated towards promoting better cooperation within 
the total 3 mission hospital and dispensary services within our 
church set-up. Where personnel is still lacking affiliation with 
other local groups seems more needed unless direct curtailment 
of the services are made. A 
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- Funds previously designated last year for charity needs has 


provided completely free to part free care to 80 hospitalized 


€ 


patients. (42 adults and 38 children) in contrast to 46 (23 adults 
and 13 children) during the last 6 months of 1953. The total 


-. amount paid in from this fund reached P2,270.15 with the most 


expensive charge against a Calarian church member now a dis- 
qualified US Veteran’s wife which exceed P900.00 while an addi- 
tional 16 patients the bills were between P25.00 to P100.00.. Two 
premature infants over a 2 to 3 months period along with a 
newborn who remained for 8 months were allowed a full 50% 
reduction while in quite a number of other cases professional 
charges were omitted on the majority of patients sent in from 
our own or other Church organizations and also immediate staff 


‘family members. A recent gift of P400.00 from Holy Trinity (In- 


ternational) Parish in Manila for children’s hospital needs has, 
again, been a most encouraging step ahead. This should not only 
serve as an added means to the dwindling supply at hand, but 
should illustrate the possibilities for more local support which is 
so needed in this immediate area. 


Fifteen staff members including 2 newborns were also pro- 
vided 91 days of free hospitalization at a_ statistical cost of 
P1,192.20 plus an additional P30.20 for medicines ordered without 
direct hospitalization. Complete physical examinations including 
X-rays were also carried out on all full time workers. 


Unpaid accounts for the past 3 years continues to keep the 
hospitaF at a financial loss. Only 14% of the 1952 unpaid bills 
against 40% of the 1953 bills were collectible so making a deficit 
still of P4,401.65 on as many as 233 patients. At the close of. 
1954 an additional 176 bills were still outstanding for the amount 
of P4,440.05. Over 1/4 of this last figure can be traced to 6 
unpaid Private Floor Office guarantee accounts which ‘continues 
to show the lack of real community concern. / 


More careful analysis of the»current financial losses of P5,278.36 
in contrast to only P4,524.67 for 1953 also reveals rather startingly 
that the chief difficulty this year can be traced directly to the 
idle X-ray Machine for the last 7 to 8 months. Specific findings 
now reveal: that the cause is due directly to the inadequate city 
current which has become even less dependable than in the past. 
Though data is now being compiled for an eventual “hoped-for” 
purchase of a 5 kilowatt generator locally priced at P6,769.00, at 
the time of writing the “where-with-all” to pay for it is definitely 
beyond the reach of this hospital unless out side assistance can be 


counted on. 
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During the past year 1,275 patients were admitted in which 
144 were under the services of outside Private Physicians. This 
included 62 deliveries, 79 major operations, and 53 minor opera- 
tions. Though 2 less in-patients than last year the fotal number of | 
hospital days and average daily census has remained a few points 
above that of last year. The dispensary services has also increased 
to 11,369 in contrast to only 6,372 a year ago. Still further details 
can be seen from the enclosed statistical report.

ST. THEODORE’S HOSPITAL 


In hospitals, as in business, there are the good and the bad 
years as well as the ups and downs. The past year saw a drop 
in the number of admissions and dispensary cases. On the other 
hand there was an increase in the number of office consultations 
as well as the number attending Pre-natal Clinic and coming to 
the hospital for delivery. The decrease in the number of stillbirths 
and deaths is quite noticeable and that is an encouraging sign. 


On May Ist we lost the service of: two very valuable staff 
members, when Dr. Austria and his nurse wife left here to re- 
turn to their home in San Pedro, Laguna. Dr. Austria was here 
over four years and we can never cease to be grateful for his 
devoted, faithful years of service. He performed some wonderful 
surgical operations and many people over the Mt. Province are 
grateful to him for. giving them new life. We have missed the 
Austria family very much and wish them success as they continue 
their dedicated work. 


Dr. Alfonso Floresca succeeded Dr. Austria as Medical Di- 
rector. Dr. Floresca came here in May 1952 and as a co-worker 
with Dr. Austria was prepared to take over the work as Medical 
Director. 


Since July 15, we have had a Chinese Doctor on the staff. 
Dr. Louis Chen had his medical training at Santo Tomas Medical 
School and in November was able to take the State Board Exam- 
inations. Here at St. Theodore’s he serves as an intern and gives 
valuable aid to Dr. Floresca as an assistant. Dr. Chen and his 
family are members of the Anglican Church. 
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During the year two graduate nurses left the staff and we 
were fortunate in being able to secure two nurses from St. Luke’s 
1954 graduating class. Miss Edna Costina is from Baguio and 
Miss Eilzabeth Lominio is a Sagada girl. 


In last year’s report, we mentioned a “Special” that had been 
received for the Chapel. We now have a very lovely carved cru- 
cifix on the altar, with matching candle sticks. These are made 
of narra, and were done by one of Sagada’s skilled workmen. We 
have also received a very lovely Communion Set, with Chalice, 
Paten, Bread Box and Cruets. These were given by the Woman’s 
Auxiliary of the Diocese of Pennsylvania. We have every reason 
to be proud of our Chapel. Every morning at 8:00 A.M. before the 
Doctors make their rounds, there is a short service conducted by 
one of the Priests. Friday at 6:30 A.M. is the day for Mass in 
the Chapel and staff members and their families and patients make 
up the congregation. 


The Rev. Ezra Diman has been away on furlough these past 
eight months and we have missed him, for he has always shown 
great interest in St. Theodore’s. Miss Elizabeth Griffin has given 
valuable help in taking care of the bills and keeping the accounts 
straight at the Manila end. We are sorry to say farewell to her, 
but will be happy to welcome Father and Mrs. Diman when they ~ 
return to Sagada in February. 


Another year is behind us, the record is made and there can 
be no changing, no going back. Every New Year takes us on a new 
journey over an unknown road. In faith we go forth and His love 
and His power can make the journey a rich and fruithful exper- 
ience. We can re-dedicate ourselves to every opportunity we meet 
along the way revealing our faith by our worship and in our work.

BRENT SCHOOL 


When I arrived in the. Philippines last June to become Head- 
master of Brent School, I found the school in good shape.. The 
buildings had been freshly painted. The grounds looked trim and 
neat. A new water tank had been installed. A new Chevrolet truck 
had been ordered for the school. The bills had been paid. There — 
was a fine student body. Everything had lost that dreary look 
which had resulted from the devastating war in the Pacific. The 
hard, difficult task of building the School up again after the war 
had been completed. Fr. Richardson, who had served the school 
since 1935, did this difficult job. Now that everything was rosy, 
the keys of the school were turned over to me. 


The past few months have made me realize the excellent 
leadership which Fr. Richardson gave to Brent School. Several old 
students have commented on the good educational foundations they 
received at Brent. Letters have been received from Princeton Uni- 
versity and the California Institute of Technology congratulating 
Brent on scholastic records attained by two of our graduates. 


The reputation of Brent School for its high scholastic stand- 
ards and its character building has been made known in various 
parts of the world, for this year we have students from Sweden, 
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Holland, Indonesia, Formosa, Singapore, and from many islands 
in the Philippine Archipelago. Having so many nationalities and 
races makes Brent an interesting School and one of the most unique 
in the world. With more than two hundred students studying at — 
Brent this year, we have the largest enrollment in the history of 
the school. 


This large enrollment makes most of our buildings inadequate. 
The dormitories are crowded. There is not enough classroom space. 
._ The Chapel has become too small for the large, daily congrega- 
tions. The gym is much too small for the many physical education 
classes. There is only one thing to do and that is to plan new 
buildings to meet our growing pains. With our many friends 
and with our alumni it should not be too difficult a task to raise 
sufficient funds to erect the buildings needed to do our work well. 


The task will not be an easy one, but with the firm founda- 
tion laid by my predecessor, the Rev. Arthur H. Richardson, our 
objectives, I believe, will eventually be achieved.

EASTER SCHOOL 


Since the last convocation Easter School has carried on pretty 
much as usual. Our closing exercises for the last school year were 
held on April 2nd, at which time we graduated fourteen from the 
sixth grade. Five of these went to St. Mary’s School, Sagada, where 
from reports they seem to be doing very well. Most of the others 
are in local high schools. 


o 


We opened this school year on June 14th with an enrollment 
of an even hundred. Of these thirty-one are boarders. After our 
experiences of the previous year we decided that it was not pos- 
sible to provide living and boarding facilities for students attending 
high school and college in Baguio. As I stated in a previous report 
this practice caused conflicts and discontent among our Eastern 
School pupils. Since our small faculty are unable to provide suf- 
ficient supervision to manage two groups of. very different ages, 
it created an impossible situation even though we are anxious to 
help those working to further their education. 


Our regular teachers, who had been given a leave of absence 
to secure their necessary educational qualifications required by the 
Government, are back with us again. A recent survey of the school 
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by inspectors from the Bureau of Private Schools ha’ given us 
_a very favorable report. According to that our records, organiza- 
tion, library, and facilities are far above the average. 


The weaving room has had a very good year on the whole. 
Sales have been above the average even during the rainy season, 
so there has been work for the weavers and sewers nearly all year. 
This is the greatest worry in managing a small industry as there 
are quite a few children who depend upon their mother’s work — 
for their livelihood. With this bit of prosperity we are adding a 
little to the beauty of our chapel in the form of wrought iron 
candlesticks and a sanctuary lamp. 


With the growth of the industry the weaving room is crowded 
almost beyond its capacity. It has become one of the points of 
interest in Baguio. Every week brings us many groups of sightseers 
of all nationalities, including delegations of Filipino teachers who 
are interested in industrial work. Now we must work toward build- 
ing a larger room under the library as planned by Mr. Stokes. 


We hope very much that there will be someone willing to 
take over its management upon our departure. They are a fine 
group of women, all communicants of the Church. They need very 
little supervision in the weaving, sewing, and sales, but are unable 
to order the materials, to do the bookkeeping, banking, etc. 
There is great satisfaction in helping good mothers support their 
families, and giving the odd bit of advice when: asked. We shall 
miss our friends very much while away, especially this group of 
fine people at Eastern School.

ST. STEPHEN’S HIGH SCHOOL 


The last 3 months of the School year 1953-1954 ended with 
the usual graduation program and the awarding of diplomas or 
certificates to 174 Chinese and English High School and Elementary 
graduates. 


In June, the new school year began with an unusually big 
enrollment of 1,633, which was practically impossible for the school 
to accommodate. Yet under the earnest and persistent pressure of 
the parents, we took them with a heavy heart. Eleven hundred of 
these are in the Elementary and Kindergarten, and about 500 in 
the High School. Teachers and staff and workers number 94, With 
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the timely moving of the Mission Treasury Office and with the 
helping hand of Bishop Binsted, the quonset hut in the St. Luke’s 
Hospital compound was made available to us. Two-small classes 
set up their studies there after considerable painting and partition- 
ing. 


All together, we have 25 English, 3 Kindergarten, and 33 
Chinese classes. 


In July Miss Bolderston left for furlough. Mrs. Nancy Yao 
took over as Acting Principal. In October, 38 Junior and 60 Ele- 
mentary students were given diplomas bringing to 272 the total 
number of graduates for the whole year. 


An intensive drive for the spiritual advancement of the High 
School students was launched during the school year with the in- 
troduction of compulsory attendance by the whole body at Sunday 
morning service, weekly Bible study Class, and regular Wednesday 
afternoon preaching session by various missionary workers. The St. 
'Stephen’s Parish conducted a 3-day evangelistic meeting in the 
school just before Christmas vacation; 150 students signified their 
decision to follow Christ. 


The Sunday School meets every Sunday morning with class 
lecture and discussion, religious handwork, ending with a combined 
service. With the help of more adequate supervision and _ suffi- 
cient teachers, we hope to increase the number of Sunday School 
students from the present 400 to 500. A number of students had 
been baptized and confirmed during the year. 


The St. Stephen’s Girls’ Basketball Team walked off with 
the pennant for the fourth time in a row in the Manila Chinese 
Double-Tenth Cup Basketball Championship. Thirteen boy and 
girl students from the High School Department spent about 2 months 
during summer as members of the Overseas Chinese Service Corps 
among the Armed Forces in Formosa—the Free China. The School 
boys’ basketball team had a friendly match with the Seminary 
boys on St. Andrew’s Day. A children’s choir has been formed this 
year, and together with the Junior and Senior Church choirs, 
it put on a successful Christmas concert. 

Christmas caught us in the best of festive spirits. Separate 
programs were held by the Elementary and High School Depart- 
ments on Dec. 20th. A faculty dinner that night brought the busy 


year to a close. :

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ST. MARY’S SCHOOL 


St. Mary’s School opened for the academic year 1954- 55 on 
June 15th, 1954. At the end of the registration period 296 had 
registered—144 boys and 152 girls—33 were in the intermediate, 
76 in the Preps (7th Grade) and 187 in the High School. The 
High School classes, except the 4th year which had 31, were di- 
vided into two sections each, varying in number from 20 to 31. 


Three new teachers had joined our teaching staff in June. 
These are Miss Lorenza Aluyen, National Language teacher in the 
High School; Mr. Benjamin Pecua, also a high school teacher; 
and Miss Maria Likigen, Prep C teacher. The rest of the teachers 
are: Mr. William H. Scott who teaches English and History; Miss 
Olive B. Tomlin, English and Algebra; Mrs. Soledad Killip, Gen. 
Science and Biology; Mr. Maximiano Mapile, Mathematics. The 
other 7th Grade teachers are: Miss Mary Piluden_and Mr. Patri- 
cio Ullocan. Mr. Ramon Gulian and Miss Cristabel Abeya teach 
grades five and six, respectively, Our religious teachers in the High 
School are the Rev. Robert Pekas, Sister Lioba, Sister Kiara, and 
Sister Mary Oliva; while those in the intermediate are the Rev. 
Luke F. Bagano and the Rev. Braulio Tade. Mrs. Espirita Gulian 
who taught the Fifth grade last year decided to go and finish 
her ETC this year. 


St. Mary’s School receives a monthly subsidy of P807.50 from 
the Mission Treasurer, Manila. This subsidy is P7.50 less than 
50% of the monthly payroll of P1,630.00 for the Filipino teachers. 
Of the P1,630.00 monthly payroll, P822.50 is derived from stu- 
dents’ fees. 


During the first semester the school received a P100.00 schol- 
arship from a friend in Sagada. Recipients of this donation, in al- 
most equal amounts are Fely Alejo, who works in the school 
library and Leonard Aclop, who works in the school office. Another 
donation of P100.00 was received by the School from Miss Vene- 
tia Cox of the U.S.A. We used this money to buy eleven Webster’s 
Dictionaries for eleven of our classrooms. Mr. John Randall Norton, 
former principal of .St. Mary’s, sent a gift of P182.00 which he 
said would help build up the boys’ Industrial Arts courses. Part of 
this has already been. spent to buy aacHoual materials and car- 
penter tools. 


At the end of the first semester, Mr. Patricio Ullocan, Dormi- 
tory Teacher-in-charge, went to continue his ETC studies in Baguio. 
Taking over as Dormitory teacher-in-charge is Mr. William H- 
Scott. Mr. Ullocan’s school duties have been taken over by Mr. 
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Andres Batneg. We have 100% fully qualified teachers in the 
Preps and Intermediate, and above minimum in’the High School. 


This year we have bought new laboratory, industrial and 
athletic equipment; also, we have purchased new textbooks for 
each of the classes from Grades Five to the Fourth Year of High 

_ School. We hired expert stonecutters to cut and remove enormously 
large rocks that had been on the northern bank of our basket 
and volleyball courts. The .stones thus cut were used for rows 
of seats for spectators. In front of the school building we have 
fenced an inclosure of 33 by 72 feet. A wide entrance walk lead- 

"ing directly to the front door has been made. Alongside the fence 
and walk are flower beds. 


By the end of the first semester our enrollment of 296 at the 

' beginning of the school year had dropped to 281. This was fur- 

ther reduced after the Christmas vacation when 6 children did not 
return. We now have 275. 


As of January 13, 1955,’ Mr. Angel Piluden, our registrar, 
concurrently school treasurer, reported that the school-had a cash 
on hand of P3,357.20 from fees. Basing on our monthly subsidy 
from the Mission Treasurer, Manila, and on the fees yet to be 
collected for the remaining months of the school year, the school 
will not go into debt; instead we will have cash on hand of about 
P2,000.00 after the teachers have been paid their vacation salaries. 


I would like to report that the teachers have co-operated whole- 
heartedly in the school work and in the discipline of the children. 
The children generally have shown interest in their school work 
and studies. We ask for your prayers for continued cooperation 


and success in St. Mary’s School.

ST. PAUL’S MEMORIAL SCHOOL 


Some events highlighted the activities of the school during 
the three months after the Jast Convocation. Mr. Pantaleon Dumlao, 
supervisor from the Bureau of Private Schools, inspected the school 

‘on the 29th of February. It was the first time an Achievement 
Test was given to our students and although, the .Fourth Year 
class at the school was not as good as in previous years, we were 
glad that our school is not far behind the rest of the secondary 
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schools in the whole Philippines, as shown by the result of the 
test. ‘St. Paul’s Memorial School ranked 7th among 14 participat- 
ing schools in the Mt. Province and 378.5 Bone 887 participat- 
ing schools in the whole Philippines. 


The commencement program preceded by a_ baccalaureate 
service which were held in the morning and evening of April 2nd 
last year feature the school activities during the rest of the school — 
year since the last Convocation. Out of 7 seniors, only 4 girls were 
able to graduate. 


_ Enrollment for the next school year, 1954-1955, began on the 
7th of June. There were 61 students enrolled but one of these 
quit after a month of attending classes and another at the end 
of November due to physical sickness. The total enrollment is 
about 74% of last year’s. This is due to the closing of the tem- 
porary Sixth Grade in Talalang Elementary School which was 
opened by the Government in July 6, 1952 for a duration of one 
school year. 2.91% of the First Year enrollment last school Yyeat 
came from that School. 


There are now enrolled 12 students in the First Year, 23 in 
the Second Year, 12 in the Third Year, and 12 in the Fourth 
Year. Out of the 12 enrolled in the Fourth Year, 1 is an irregular 
student and 2 were Senior members of class 1953-1954 who came 
to register for one or two subjects which they failed the previous 
year. 23% of the total enrolment are from the surrounding towns 
and provinces. 9% of the total registered are self-supporting students 
and 33% are partially supporting themselves. 


All the teachers are qualified as far as educational attain- 
ment is concerned. Because of the increasing requirements 
of the Government, one of the teachers will be replaced by another, 
who either majored or minored in National Language, next school 
opening. This is imperative in order to remove the deficiency of 
the school which may be sufficient reason for the Government not 
to grant the opening of the school for the next school year. 


During the previous year, the monthly allotment from tuition 
fees for Teachers’ salaries was P285.00 while this year’s monthly 
allotment is P332. This change does not increase but rather de- 
crease the total allotment on teachers’ salaries from tuition fees for 
the whole year. Due to the decrease in enrollment this year, a short- 
age of P733.00 will be incurred at the end of the school year. 


The school industries have netted for this school year P106.80. 
This does not include the value of labor given by the students to 
various school improvements,

Noteworthy to be mentioned here is the unexpended dona- 
_ tions of the graduates which amount to P314.50. Our graduates 
have been generous in giving donations as an expression of their 
thanks and appreciation to what their school has done for them. 


Generous gifts have been of great help to the work of the 
school. This year, P87.00 was received by the school, out of the 
sale of clothing sent by the Diocese of Connecticut; P349.52 from 
Bishop L. C. Ogilby; and a total of P20.50 from other friends. We 
have received valuable assortment of books from Mrs. Harry 
Martin and Bishop Norman S. Binsted. Useful pamphlets and mag- 
azines were also received from other friends. Surely, the interest, 
support and prayers of these benefactors and others who have 
_ helped us, spur us ‘to greater effort in helping to clear the fog of 
ignorance in our youth so that the Christian way of life may be 
understood, appreciated and really lived.

ST. ANDREW’S THEOLOGICAL SEMINARY 


The end of 1954 marked the first year of occupancy of the 
new Seminary buildings. The buildings have proved to be more 
than satisfactory in every way. The completion of the furnishings, 
adjustments to life in large quarters and the necessity of organiz- 
ing more efficient means of- administration have been our chief 
financial concerns. An increase in the total enrollment has also 
meant adjustment in the oversight and direction of students. Al- 
though numbers have not increased greatly, the Seminary is a 
larger and more firmly established institution than it was a year 
ago. ‘ he 
- Graduation—On April 4, 1954 six students were graduated 
from the Seminary. Four were members of the Episcopal Church 
and two members of the Philippine Independent Church. 


Students—At the end of the academic year 1953-54 there 
was a settled enrollment of 38 students. At the opening of ‘the 
Seminary in July the total enrollment was 46 students. At the 
close of the year 1954 the settled enorllment was 39 sen 
one of whom is a special student enrolled at St. Stephen's High 
School. Four students withdrew for academic reason, one withdrew 
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for family reasons, and two for reasons of health. Of the 39 now 


enrolled 18 are members of the Episcopal Church and 21 are 


members of the Philippine Independent Church. 


# 


There are 3.4 regular Anglican students enrolled in each year et 


and 4.2 students of the Philippine Independent Church. Viewed in 
this way our numbers are somewhat lower than is generally thought. 
Over the past seven years 23 Anglicans have graduated from the 
Seminary. The average over the seven years is 3.3 students a 
year. Although careful screening of applicants is always made, and 


should continue to be made, it would appear that the number of — 


Anglicans who have graduated from the Seminary and who are 
now in Seminary: is somewhat smaller than might be desired. 


In a study which was made by the faculty it was found 
that 22% of all students admitted to the Seminary leave the Se- 
minary for their own reasons or for the reason of failure to meet 
the ‘standards. 


A considerable increase in enrollment has come from _ stu- 
dents of the Philippine Independent Church. In 1947 there were 
three students from that Church. At present there is a settled 
enrollment of twenty-one students. Although the increase has been 
considerable, it has not been spectacular. We find that in ‘order 
to maintain the present number of clergy in the parishes of the 
Philippine Independent Church 50 of their students should be in 
the Seminary at all times, or ten men in each year. They now 
have less than half that number. 


Faculty—This year has seen the addition of the Rev. Albert 
Masferré to the teaching staff of the Seminary on a _ limited 
part-time basis. Mr. Jose Sanchez, instructor in music, is the second 
Filipino of the staff. It is a concern of the Faculty that we work 
toward qualified Filipino leadership in the Seminary. This will 
take time. Various plans for initiating Progress. in this direction 
have been discussed. 


’ The Rev. Floyd Freeston was appointed Treasurer of the 
Seminary in January, 1954. : 


With regret we look forward to the retirement of Miss Eliza- 
beth G. Griffin who has conducted classes each year in accounting 
and simple bookkeeping, and who until last year was the Treasurer 
of the Seminary. We have valued her friendship and service greatly. 


Finance—The year 1954 was ended with a small credit ba- 
lance. Our resources as they now stand permit the enrollment of 
twenty scholarship students of the Episcopal Church and twelve 
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, Scholarship students of the Philippine Independent Church. Although 
_ the settled enrollment for students of the Episcopal Church is 18, 

the total enrollment was 20. Thus for Episcopalian students our 
finances were strained to the limit imposed by present circumstance. 
The students of the Philippine Independent Church are increas- 
ing. Our concern here is to be able to financially meet the’ needs 
of this expanding opportunity. ° . 


The shift in emphasis of student support from the Seminary 
to the student took tangible effect this past year. For the first 
time scholarship students or all of them who could afford it, 
were charged P45.00 for the year, which is equivalent to one 
months’ board. Over P800.00 was collected in this way. Allow- 
ances for incidental expenses for Anglican studénts which at one 
time amount to P10.00 a student per month have been reduced 
from a figure which at one time amounted to P200.00 to approxi- 
mately P35.00 monthly. Families of students in some cases have 
assumed responsibility. The clergy of the mission stations have 
helped in other cases. One of the most encouraging signs in work- 
ing toward self-support has been the response of two of our 
Filipino clergy who in appreciation for their education have set 
aside ten pesos a month from their salaries for the support of 
needy students who are in the same position as they once were. 
_ It is to be hoped that more of our graduates will be disposed to 
take this same responsibility. 


The whole matter of working toward an increase in self-sup- 
port has been raised during the past few years but more especially 
during the past year. The main reason for this is that the whole 
diocese is working in that direction and that, as a Church becomes. 
more mature, it should take on added responsibility. Although the 
Seminary wilk probably be one of the last institutions of our 
Church in the Philippines to achieve local support, it seems wise 
to give this matter more careful thought beginning at the present 
time. : 

Academic Standards—During the past year the academic re- 
quirements of the Seminary have been taised from a high school 
average of 80% to 82% with certain exceptions. The Bishop as 
Trustee of the Seminary has approved of the change. 


Library—the staff librarian, the Rev. Conrad Myrick, pet 
that there are now more than 8,700 books in eee ae 
thirty odd periodicals. The furnishings of the library ae ee 
completed and a new card catalogue file has been Sse oie 
the addition of a title file. On December 29, 1954, a fi : p 
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of the Rt. Rev. G. F. Mosher, a generous gift of Mrs. Mosher and 2 
her family, was unveiled and dedicated. 


Extension Course—a two months course for the clergy of the 
Philippine Independent Church was offered in’ July and August. 


Pastoral Works of Students—From a recent report drawn up 
by the Rev. Roland Foster an increase in the quality and quantity 
of pastoral work is to be noted. Every week from Friday through 
Sunday seminarians conduct twenty-three classes in religion in 
various parts of the city and beyond with an average attend- 
ance of 675 pupils. Some of these classes are held in public and 
private schools, in churches and in private houses. This requires 
the work of 19 seminarians. The second part of the program in- 
cludes pastoral visiting. An average of 350 persons per month are 
visited. These include Anglicans and members of the Philippine 
Independent Church. Thus students of the Seminary have an active 
pastoral relationship regularly with approximately 1,100 adults, 
young people and children. 


Appreciation—Miss Laura P. Wells who served the Seminary 
as organist for seven years retired from the field in November. 
She made a significant contribution to the life of the Seminary 
in many ways. We are happy that Mrs. Roland Foster following 
Miss Wells’ departure consented to be the organist. 


We continue to remember with gratitude and appreciation 
those who have so faithfully supported the Seminary in gifts, work, 
and prayer. :

ST. TIMOTHY’S DORMITORY 


Last year’s report of the students’ dormitory concluded with 
the note that various names had been suggested for the dormitory, 
but that no one had been selected and submitted to the bishop 
for his approval. As can be seen from the heading of this report, 
we now have an official, approved name, St. Timothy’s Dormitory. 


For many years it was felt that a dormitory designed ta 
provide a real home for young Churchmen studying in the Univer- 
sities in the Manila area was greatly needed. In St. Timothy’s 
Dormitory, housed through the generosity of Bishop Binsted in 
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buildings that formerly sheltered St. Andrew’s Theological students 
we think we have something of an answer to this need. 


The enrollment is not large, only 12 at present, but we ex-» 
pect it will be greater. Though the number is small we think the 
venture is important. By providing a suitable residence for these 
students, we are making some contribution toward the provision of 
Christian leadership for the future. The students are registered 
in a variety of faculties—Dentistry—-Education—Engineering—Med- 
icine. 

The Dormitory strives to be self-reliant. Each resident pays 
fifty pesos per month, 40 pesos of which goes for board, five for 
utilities, and five for general maintenance expenses. Besides keeping 
his own quarters clean and tidy, doing his bit in the halls, sala - 
and refectory, he contributes a certain amount of labor each week 
toward the general maintenance of the property. 


Each Wednesday morning there is a Corporate Communion 
for the residents of the Dormitory at an hour when all can attend 
—5 A.M. to be exact. One young man who came to us partly 
prepared for Confirmation is receiving instruction and will be 
presented in due time. 


While we try to be as independent and self-supporting as 
we can, the residents of the Dormitory and I well realize that 
in reality we are far from such an ideal. Without the co-operation 
of Father Mandell and the Seminary, the generosity of Bishop 
Ogilby and friends here and in America, the Dormitory would be 
an utter impossibility. To all who are helping to make the Dor- 
mitory possible the residents and I say thank you.

APPENDIX T 


REPORT OF THE COMMITTEE ON APPROPRIATION AND 
SUPPORT OF THE MINISTRY, 1955 


The members of the newly appointed Committee on Appro- 
priation and Support of the Filipino Ministry met on January 
26th, at the call of the Chairman. While some priests taking charge 
of stations and Parishes were absent, they had already secured 
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the permission of the Chairman after having expressed their will- 
ingness to agree with what the Committee may decide. 


After prayer, the Chairman stated the purpose of the meeting 
‘which was to raise an additional amount of P787.00 in the Dioce- 
san Apportionment for the current year. Of this amount, P500.00 
is the expectation of the Diocese to be raised over that of 1954 
and the amount of P287.00 is the difference between what St. 
~Francis Mission, Upi, was allotted in 1954 (P2,712.00) and what 
they intended to pay which was P2,400.00, their 1953 allotment 
which they were unable to pay fully. To explain this further, the 
Committee wishes to inform Convocation that in 1954, Upi offered 
to pay the maximum amount of P2,400.00 which was then ac- 
cepted with gratitude. However, because of the 13 percent increase 
given to every station and parish, their allotment of P2,400.00 
was increased to P2,712.00. 


How to raise the increase of P787.00 was next taken up. 
From what was decided last year that each station and Parish 
be prepared to report in 1955 what the station could honestly 
raise through free-will offering of the congregation, your Com- 
mittee after a thorough discussion wherein the lay people took 
active part, decided to raise the increase through voluntary offers. 
Every opportunity was given to all those present to share in the 
joy of voluntarily offering what his station could do to write off 
the amount of P787.00. After all the clerical and lay members 
of the Committee who were present made their offers, we ‘still 
have a deficit of P147.50 which we believe will be covered up 
during this session of Convocation by further offers from anybody.
